Omaha has been received, owing to 
the failure of telegraph service in 
that immediate region. A tornado is 
a violent, revolving local storm of 
smiall diameter and great intensity, 
not often being more than a few 
hundred yards in diameter, nor trav- 
eling a straightaway path of more 
than 50 miles in length. The winds, 
however, in such whirls have been 
estimated to exceed 200 miles an hour.

Rebuliding Plans Unaer Way. 

Plans for rebuilding the wrecked por-| 
tions of the city are already under way, 
a movement to form a. corporation for' 
the purpose of aiding those who need 
help having already been broached by 
several of the men who are in position 
to afford’ such assistance. Commission- 
er Ryder, who is in charge of the tem- 
porary relief work, realizes the greatest 
stress will be felt within the period 
when reaction from the petite shock 
is noted. 

“The next 10 days or so will be taken 
up with the work of caring for the tem- 
porary needs of the stricken,’’ he said, 
“then will come the real strain of re- 
building the ruined homes. To this end 
we must take immediate steps for the 
formation of a committee or organiza- 
tion to control the situation that the 
work may be systematically pressed.”’ -

INDIANAPOLIS, Ind., March %.—The 
State is threatened with one of the 
worst floods in its history. Dispatches 
from all sections of Hoosterdom say the 
rain is keeping up {ta steady downpour, 
that the creeks and streams have turned 
into torrents and that many of the 
rivers are swollen out. of their banks, 
destroying thousands of dollars’ worth 
Mi property and are jeopardizing many 
ives. 

Dispatches say the worst flood ever 
known in the Wabash Valley since 1883 
is being experienced tonight, and, with 
no indication of a cessation of a hard 
downpour of rain the result {fs prob- 
lematical. Hundreds of residents of low 
lands have been abandoning their 
homes since early morning and in front 
of the advancing waters scores of others 
are seeking places of safety tonight.

The force of the wind in Oma- 
ha, I belfeve, was greater than that 
in St. Louis.”’

Tratfic t« Paralyzed. 

Interurban traffic is completely par- 
alyzed and the tracks of the Fort 
Wayne & Northern Indiana traction line 
are under 16 feet of water in places. 
When the waters began overspreading 
the low lands, many owners of cows and 
chickens were compelled to take their 
stock into their houses and later to high 
ground whén the water entered the 
houses. 

Kokomo’s situation is serious since 
Wild Cat Creek went over the leves 
that protects the river district of South | 
Kokomo, invading scores of homes and 
jfactories. The entire city is without 
lights and fire protection. 

The water has flooded an area a mile 
square and the loss to property wii 
amount tO many thousands of dollars. 
Many families’ were rencsred homeless. 
Several of the bridges are out and It is 
believed that two of the most import- 
ant bridges will go down soon.

L TAX NO ISSUE 
I CARSEATS BL 
BAUMHOFE ASSERTS 


United Railways in Same Rela- 
tion to City as Individual Try- 
ing to Avoid Payment. 


George W. Baumhoff, former general 
manager of the St. Louls Transit Co., 
gave a Post-Dispatch reporter Tuesday 
the fifth installment of the analysis of 
the local traction situation. 

In this talk he argued that tne mill 
tax had nothing to do with the “‘seat- 
for-each-passenger’”’ ordinance, and told 
how \the United Railways Co. had ob- 
tained legislation which virtually made 
it impossible for itself or for any com- 
petitor to extend its service by estab- 
lishing new lines. 

The “seat-for-each-passenger”’ ordi- 
which the House of Delegates 
passed with a 16-months period for the 
company to provide the required 330 new 
cars, was scheduled for consideration at 
Tuesday afternoon’s Council meeting. 


favor extending the time to two years, 
an extension which would virtually kill 
the measure, . 

There are many possible street rail- 
way routes in St. Louis, Baumhoff ex- 
plained, and franchise rights over these 
routes would be very valuable. One of 
these is the once proposed east-and-west 
line on Wyoming street, from Broad- 
way to the city limits. 

By adding such lines to its system, the 
United Railways Co. could serve the 
city better and could reduce the con- 
gestion on existing lines. But the com- 
pany, Baumhoff dec!ared, does not wish 
to do anything of.the kind, and has ob- 
‘ained legislation to keep itself from be- 
ng required to do so. 

Two Innocent Looking Laws. 
“The disingenuous laws of which I 
peak,”” said Baumhoff, ‘fare the ones 
nown among traction men as _ the 
‘property Owner’s consent’ and the ‘par- 
llel: street’ laws. 

“The ‘property owner’s consent’ law 
waz passed by the Legislature in 1889 
at the direct solicitation of the St. 
Louis Transit Co. On its face it looks 
‘ke a measure for the protection of the 
public and it has some good features, 
but they are as nothing, compared with 
the measure of protection it grants the 
United Railways Co. against any agi- 
tation for extended service. 

“The question which necessitated the 
enactment of such a law, from the 
viewpoint of the traction fraternity, was 
‘How can we prevent anyone from op- 
erating a railway in a street where 
we refuse to operate one?’ No better 


the property owner’s consent law. 

“Under this law, if you wish to lay 
tracks in a street you must get con- 
sents from more than 50 per cent of the 
street frontage. The persons who sign 
these consents, in doing so, under the 
law, waive any damages that may ac- 
crue. 

“It is hard enough to get consents un- 
der ordinary circomstances, but when 
you ask a man to waive any right he 
may have to claim money, well it 1s not 
human nature to expect that you will be 
successful. a 

“The law not only requires more than 
59 per’ cent of consents. but it requires 
more than 50 per cent for every mile of 
street to be invaded by tracks. Now

GARDNER WANTED 


HIM FOR TRUSTEE, 
BANKER TESTIFIES 


Springfield Cashier Says ‘‘Twin” 
Insurance Promoter Then 
Sold Him Stock. 


H. M. Smith, cashier of the Farmers’ 
and Merchants’ Bank at Springfield, Mo., 
testified Tuesday in the United States 
District Court, in the trial of Harry 
Gardner and ex*Congressman Harry M. 
Coudrey on the charge of misusing the 
mails in promoting the “twin” insurance 
companies, that Gardner called on him 
in June, 1909, an.. explained his plan of 
having country bankers as _ trustees. 
Gardner sold him 100 shares at $15 a 
share, for which he paid $500 in cash and 
gave his notes for the remainder. 

" Gardner told Smith that he did not 
want St. Louls bankers in the company, 
but that he could get two or three of 
them to take all the stock that was left 
over after the country bankers had been 
supplied. 

Smith was notified that he was to be 
onc of the directors, but attended no 
meetings prior to June. 1910. 

A letter written by Gardner to Smith 
was introduced in evidence. In it Gard- 
ner explained that a!l the stock had not 
been sold because it took longer than 
he had anticipated to explain the plan 
to the trustees. So great was his con- 
fidence in the companies, Gardner wrote, 
that he had taken 1000 shares for him- 
self and 1000 for his wife and had paid 
the full price for the stock. 

E. N. Johnson, president of the Peo- 
ple’s National Bank of Warrensburg, 
Mo., testified that Gardner called on 
him June 11, 1909, and outlined the plan. 
Johnson was given to understand that 
it was to be strictly a Missouri con- 
cern, 

The 30 banker trustees were to each 
have one-thirtieth of the company’s 
funds for investment in first mortgage 
loans. He subscribed for 100 shares at 
$25 a share. 

He said that Gardner exhibitcd to him 
a list of St. Louis business men who, 
Gardner said, would take al! of the left- 
over stock. Gardner said nothing about 
appointing trustees in other states. 


CITY'S EMPLOYES 
“CONTRBUTIN TO 
REPUBLICAN FUND 


Heads of Departments Say Giv- 
ing Up of io Per Cent of 
Month’s Salary Is Voluntary. 


Contributions are being made by city 
employes to the Republican campaign 
tund. Letters have been received by the 
Post-Dispatch purporting to be from 
men employed in some departments, 
complaining that they have been as- 
sessed 10 per cent of a month's salary. 
Hfeads of departments say that the con- 
tributions are voluntary The employes 
are being solicited either by the circu- 
lation of subscription lists or the send- 
ing ‘of letters.

tuberculosis and uremic poisoning. 

Prof. Ostrander is said to be the 
first Friedmann patient in this coun- 
try who has died.

It was 
found that he was suffering from tu- 
berculosis of the kidneys, lungs and 
bladder, while symptoms of uremic 
poisoning were present. 

Ostrander, who was a professor of 
Romance languages at the University 
of Texas, was awarded a fellowship 
at Columbia University in 1903 and

ROME, scare: 25.—A rumor . having 
gained currency here that J. Pierpont 


Morgan had completely broken down 
mentally as well as physically, the 
Post-Dispatch correspondent sought au- 
thentic information from members of 
the family, who are with him here at 
the Grand Hotel, and who accompanied 
him back from Egypt. 

Herbert L. Satterlee, the husband of 
Morgan’s eldest daughter, who came on 
from New York and went to Cairo to 
meet his father-in-law, spoke with great 
frankness, saying: 

“Once and for all, the rumor is abso- 
lutely without foundation. Mr. Morgan 
has been and still is suffering from the 
effects of severe nervous prostration, 
but the malady is following its normal 
course, and today his condition is far 
better in every sense than it was when 
he was in Egypt. For three weeks at 
Cairo Mr. Morgan scarcely slept at all. 
He was greatly depressed and would sit 
listlessly, taking interest in nothing. 

“The acute phase of the malady has 
now passed, and although his appetite 
is variable and his taste for food is 
somewhat capricious, he sleeps all night 
and takes a nap during the day, getting 
at least 12 hours of good sleep out of 
the 24. 

“His interest in life is returning and 
the only difficulty now is to keep him 
perfectly quiet. At the present rate of 
improvement he should be completely 
restored to health within a month. All 
his vital organs have been carefully ex- 
amined and their functions watched. 
Everything is sound and their action is 
normal. 

“‘We intend to remain in Rome a lit-

LONDON, March 2%.—The Bulgarian 
besiegers today captured the first line 
of defenders around the Turkish fort- 
ress of Adrianople after a bombard- 
ment lasting several hours, according 
to & dispatch from Sofia. 

Turkish Army of 15,000 Surrenders to 
Servians on Skumbi River. 
CETTINJE, March 25.—Djavid Pasha, 
with a Turkish army wAumbering 15,000 
men, has surrendered to the Servians on 

the Skumbi River in Albania. 

David Pasha was commander of the 
Seventh Army Corps and formerly: was 
inilitary commander at Uskup. 

The Montenegrin Government in reply- 
ing to thé Autro-Hungarian note, agreed 
today to permit the civilian population 
of Seutari to leave the city. This was 
the most radical of Austria’s demands. 
At the same time Montenegro informs 
Austria that ihe Montenegrin Govern- 
ment has addressed a note to tke Pow- 
ers protesting against Austria’s action, 
which it calls a breach of neutrality.

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DIVIDING ESTATES AS A CURE FOR — 


BY ANDREW M. SULLIVAN.

: 


I have advocated for some years an amendment 
to the Constitution of the United States giving to 
Congress the power now possessed by every state, 
to pass laws governing the devolution and trans- 
fer of property by will, by inheritance and by 
conveyance of a testamentary character; in or- 
der that the American doctrine concerning the 
distribution of property, which is purely statutory 
and which we inaugurated when we abolished 
primogeniture, may be made more effective to 
prevent the too great concentration of wealth in 
the hands of the few, the multiplication by easy 
methods, of trusts or monopolies, the destruction 
and discouragement of individual enterprise and 
the formation of classes; labor unions, multi- 
millionaires, etc., the very existence of which is 
both a threat and a warning of the inevitable de- 
struction of a government formed for the equal 
benefit of all alike. 

Who would form or hope to continue a trust 
40r monopoly when it would be liable to be de- 
stroyed at any moment by the death of one or 
more of the parties holding the majority of the 
stock in the combination, or owning the property 
constituting the monoply? 

A uniform law in this country providing that, 
an heir shall be incapable of inheriting more than 
—say a million dollars—that no greater amount 
shall be left by will, or be conveyed or trans- 
mitted, in contemplation of death, to or for the 
use of another, and that all conveyances of a tes- 
tamentary character made before death to defeat 
the statute shall be void—would be in line with 
our original American policy which the French, 
to some extent, have borrowed from us in their 
Code Napoleon, and would effectually distribute 


and power in the hands of the few, as well as 
preyent such concentrations in the future, It 
would also furnish an unanswerable argument to 
socialistic theories for the distribution of the 
wealth product of the country and by increasing 
the average wealth of the average laborer, would 
thereby gradually supply the'present necessity for 
the treasury of the labor union, which is intended 
to support the laborer while the sale of his labor is 
being negotiated with capital. It would furnish 
an answer to the advocates of labor unions, which 
are rapidly forming a particular and dangerous 
class as contrasted with another class, no less 
dangerous—the few who have become monopo- 
lists, by virtue of their control over the means 
and channels of production and acquisition of 
wealth, and would render monopolies practically 
impossible. All history shows that it has been 
the formation and strife of classes which has 
overturned every government that has arisen and 
fallen since Rome. 

Such a condition would tend gradually to allow 
the law of supply and demand to govern wages 
—in other words, would allow competition to 
operate. 

In the case of inheritances, wills and_ trust 
estates, the balance of an estate, after the heir, 
devisee, or beneficiary is satisfied or ceases to 
be such ag defined by law, would pass to the state, 
where it goes now when there is no heir to re- 
ceive it. This is in accord with the underlying 
principles of democracy, as we understood the 
term in the beginning, being opposed to the 
monarchial idea of building up and fostering a 
wealthy class, ¢alled: a nobility, to bear up a 
throne. 

I notice that Mr. Taft; in a speech at Columbus, 
Q., suggested action along this line by the states, 


tas follows: 


- One of the results of the conditions and 
evils which I have been describing has been 
the concentration of enormous wealth in the 
hands of a few men. I do not mean to. say 
that all the large fortunes are to be traced to 
unlawful means, but it is quite clear that 
many of those, described as swollen, are due 
to rebates, or to some form of unlawful 
monopoly, or to over capitalization. Of course, 
great enterprises organized and managed by 
men of transcendent ability should result in 
great profit to them. It is proper compensa- 

tion when they share with the people the 
profits from the economies that they intro- 
duce in the business by reducing the price. 
The captains of legitimate industry, there- 
fore, are entitled to a large reward, and it is 

impossible to impose a fixed limitation upon 
the amount which they may accumulate. 

On the other hand, it is not safe for the 
body politic that the power arising from the 
management of enormous or swollen fortunes 
should be continued from generation to gener- 
ation in the hands of a few, and efforts by 
laws, which are not confiscatory, to divide 
these fortunes and to reduce the motive for 
accumulating them are proper and statesman- 
like and without the slightest savor of social- 
ismi or anarchy. The law of primogeniturs 
was abolished in states where it had been 

» adopted, merely for the purpose of securing 
a division of the land among the children of 
the man who owned the land. Many of the pro- 
visions of our public land laws are drawn io 
discourage the union of large tracts in one 
ownership, and to encourage small holdings. 

The state legislatures have complete coatrol 
of what shall be done with a man’s property 
on his death. He has no right to leave it by 
will and his children or heirs have no rigat 
to receive it which’ the legislatures may not 
modify or take away. The states, therefore, 
can best remedy the dangers of too great ac- 
eumulation of wealth in one hand by con- 
trolling the descent and devolution of prop- 
erty and they ought to do so. They can adopt 
the French method which requires the divi- 
sion of a large part of a man’s fortune be- 
tween all his children and gives him absolute 
power with respect to only a fraction. This 
“would secure a division in the second gener.- 
tion and a probable change for the better in 
respect to such fortunes, 

But. state action would be diversified and a

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interstate commerce. To this end the Constitu- 
tion should be amended, giving to Congress the 
power to pass the needed uniform legislation for 
the whole country. . 

Such a law, limiting the transfer and devoiu- 
tion of property, would not deprive us of the 
benefits of concentrated capital in. corporate 
bodies, represented by shares of stock; a concen- 
tration which means cheap, therefore beneficial 
production; the object of all labor, the foundation 
of private and national commerce and prosperity, 
but through inevitable death it would operate to 
distribute this stock ever more and more among 
the people, until a few years would witness the 
ownership thereof by the many, instead of by 
the few. 

It would prevent fhe formation of trusts or 
monopolies by rendering their continued existence 
practically impossible; for the control of the 
stock, or other assets of such a combiyation or 
monopoly, might at any time be lost and pass 
to others, upon the death, it might be, of one 
frail man. 

Such a law could be enforced through the ma- 
chinery of state probate courts, and its just en- 
forcement would be guaranteed by the jealous in- 
terests of every heir, devisee and beneficiary of 
the deceased, not to speak of the observant su- 
perintendence of the Government itself. The 
court machinery which we now have for the set- 
tlement and distribution of the estates of de- 
ceased persons would be entirely sufficient for 
the enforcement of such a law. 

Such a law would avoid or render unimportant 
the’ serious objections which surround the impo- 
sition of an income or inheritance tax, which, 
while based upon the same principle, would be 
practically incapable of just enforcement the 
Government, for very many reasons, unnecessary 
to. mention. 

The policy of such a law would be in perfect 
harmony with the letter and spirit of our national 
ard state Constitutions and with the fundamental 
principle underlying the ownership of property, 
viz., that every man shall be entitled to hold and 
own that which he earns and no more; reasonable 
appropriations made for the preservation and pro- 
tection of the family, excepted.

fect, for the better, the evils from which the 
American people are now suffering and from 
which they will continue to suffer, until sucli 
time as the} shall apply the knife to the root of 
the disease and extirpate it, so far as humanly 
possible; instead of being satisfied with the tem- 


porizing palliatives of politicians, whose suggest- | 


ed corrective laws do not recognize that money, 
at least too much money, in the hands of the 
few, is the root of all evil, political as well as 
private. 

Daniel Webster, in an address delivered at Ply- 
mouth, on Dec, 22, 1820, said: 

“It would seem then to be the part of po- 
litical..wisdom to fount government on prop- 
erty and to establish such distribution of 
property by the laws which regulate its 
transmission and alienation as to interest the 
great majority_of society in the support of the 
Government. .In respect to the recent law of 
succession in France (1) I would hazard a 
conjecture that if the Government do not 
change the law, in half a century the law will 
change the Government.” 

This conjecture proved to be a prophecy ful- 
filled by the final establishment of the French 
Republic, Sept. 4, 1870. 

If there be any other policy to effect this end 
which can be called constitutional and American, 
what is it?

We stayed in 
Audrain County until the fall of the 
year,.so long as the pasturage was 
good, and then drove our flock to a 
place in Cooper County, near Arrow 
Rock, where we remained for most of 
the winter. Our stay in Audrain County 
was on a prairie, a few miles east of 
Mexico. The country was sparsely pop- 
ulated. Here: and there was an occa- 
sional farm, which was fenced in, We 
had what in my memory seems to be 
an almost limitless range for the sheep 





I 
was a boy of 14 at the time; it was my 
first view of a prairie, and I was great-' 
ly impressed with its immensity. I re- 
call that the summer was one of 
crouth and that the wells quite gen- 
erally failed in their supply of water.

JAPAN'S LAND HUNGER. 

From the Chicago Tribuné. 

‘The peculiar agricultural limitations of 
Japan were brought out in a recent pa- 
per by Miss E. C. Semple to the Royal 
Geographical Society of England. With 
fan equable island climate and food from 
both land and sea, the conditions fa- 
vored the development of early civiliza- 
tion, but the lack of new area to culti-} 
vate for the growing population soon 
brought the stage of intensive agricul- 
ture. 

Production within the island area has 
been handicapped. Forests and barren 
land make cultivation rare above 2300 
feet, and the arable land of Japan’ is 
only 14.37 per cent of the total area, 
which is a lower percentage than is 
known elsewhere except in Finland, 
Sweden and Norway—sparsely-populated 
countries. The staple crop, ricé, is con- 
fined to the vicinity of rivers and 
streams. The available soll is not of a 
fertile kind, and low efficiency {gs pro- 
moted by the practical absence of stock 
raising. A few’atempts to reclaim bar- 
ren, and ill-watered wastes are being 
made by wealthier farmers or com- 
panies.

His son-tn-law, Guy 
Solterman, says Noonan hag _ been 
grieving greatly since the death of 
his son, E, A. Noonan Jr., who died 
about three years ago after an ap- 
vendicitis operation.

into Mad River at. the edge of West 
Liberty early today, but the sleeping 
car fell at the side of the stream and 
the passengers’ crawled .throngh’ the 
‘windows and waded to shore. The 
other six coaches of the train remained 
on the rails. 

The train. was ,being detoured over 
the Big Four Railroad from Urbana to 
Bellefoniaine because of washouts on 
the Pennsylvania. lines, and was pro- 
ceeding cautiously. 

Heavy rains had swollen the river 
until the bridge was swept away, just 
as.the tfain arrived. 

Conductor Philip Ham ‘of Springfield, 
who was acting as pilot, was swept off 
the front of the engine into the river 
but landed on a bridge down stream. 
Engineer James Wood and Fireman 
C.F. Chilton, who jumped after setting 
the brakes, were slightly injured. 

First rumors of the wreck,” coming 
from excitable persons, was that many 
of the passengers, crying for help, had 
been swept,away in the river, but this 
story generally was discredited in. con- 
servative quarters and it had no foun- 
dation in fact. The occupants of the 
sieeping car reached shore without se- 
rious dacger. |
